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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1 -1 9 are allowed as the prior art does not teach or suggest the applicant's 
invention. Independent claim 1 teaches a method. The distinguishing elements of the 
claim are detecting a first peak of a PES of a write head; detecting a second peak of the 
PES of the write head, the second peak following the first peak and being of opposite 
sign with respect to the first peak; and comparing a distance between the first and 
second peaks with a distance threshold. 

Independent claim 7 teaches a method for controlling operations of a storage 
device. The distinguishing elements of the claim are detecting a PES of a head of the 
storage device, the position error signal having at least two consecutive peaks of 
opposite sign; comparing a distance between the two consecutive peaks to the distance 
threshold; delaying a write operation if the distance between the two consecutive peaks 
is greater than the distance threshold. 

Independent claim 1 1 teaches a storage system. The distinguishing element of 
the claim is wherein if the PES includes two peaks outside a position error threshold, a 
write operation is halted. 

Independent claim 16 teaches a method. The distinguishing element of the claim 
is resetting a settling algorithm if the PES detects mechanical oscillations of the head 
outside, a predetermined PES threshold.
